This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1 .78(a)(3), filed September 9, 2005, to accept an 
unintentionally delayed claim under 35 U.S.C. § 120 for the benefit of priority to the prior-filed 
nonprovisional applications.

due under 37 CFR 1.78(a)(2)(ii) and the date the claim was filed 
was unintentional. The Commissioner may require additional 
information where there is a question whether the delay was 
unintentional. 



However, since the instant application matured into Patent No. 6,636,584 on October 21, 2003, a 
petition under 37 CFR 1.78(a)(3), along with submission of a Certificate of Correction, is the 
appropriate avenue of relief to accept a late claim for the benefit of priority to prior-filed 
nonprovisional applications after issuance of the application into a patent. Petitioner did not 
include a Certificate of Correction with the instant petition. 

Accordingly, before the petition under 37 CFR 1.78(a)(3) can be granted, a Certificate of 
Correction, along with a renewed petition under 37 CFR 1 .78(a)(3), is required.
